Dr.  Helen  Marshall  Caldwell.  Vice  Chancellor  for  Academic  Affairs,  is  a  native  of  Farmville.  Virginia  where  she 
completed  public  school  education.  She  continued  her  training,  receiving  a  bachelors  degree  in  English  from  Virginia 
State  University:  a  masters  degree  in  speech  from  New  York  University  and  a  doctorate  in  higher  education  administra- 
tion with  a  major  in  speech  pathology  and  audiology  from  George  Washington  University.  Having  done  additional  spe- 
cialized study  at  various  other  universities.  Dr.  Caldwell  states  that  her  second  vocational  choice  "is  being  a  student.  " 

Dr.  "C".  as  she  is  affectionately  called  by  many  of  the  students  she  has  taught  and  friends/colleagues,  has  spent 
her  career  in  education  and  would  wish  to  be  an  educator  "even  when  I  win  the  million  dollar  lottery:  maybe  then 
I  would  pay  someone  to  let  me  be  a  part  of  the  educational  process.  " 

At  Elizabeth  City  State  University,  Dr.  Caldwell  has  been  a  professor  of  speech  and  English,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Division  of  General  Studies,  developing  this  program  from  a  one  page  and  a  half  outline  to  a  fully  developed  division 
encompassing  the  first  two  academic  years  at  the  University. 

As  the  first  woman  Vice  Chancellor  of  Academic  Affairs  in  ECSU's  history  and  currently  one  of  only  two  women 
vice  chancellors  of  academic  affairs  in  the  sixteen  campus  University  of  North  Carolina  System.  Dr.  Caldwell 's  philosophy 
for  success  is  to  "do  grand,  expansive  planning  and  to  pay  attention  to  details  in  the  process.  An  absolutely  necessary 
ingredient  in  progressive,  lasting  success  is  to  deal  with  people  with  honesty  and  integrity.  "  Her  family,  of  whom  she 
glowingly  speaks,  includes  her  husband.
